The members oj 
the mob, reported to number 300, 
are now encamped about twelve 
miles east oj here. Citizens were 
called to a mass meeting at the 
courthouse shortly after noon by 
County Prosecutor Bullock. Arms 
u<ere provided for all and enough 
automobiles were tendered and are 
ready for service to carry the entire 
posse to the scene oj trouble.

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VICTORY FOR PROHIBITION. 


National prohibition came appreciably nearer 


when the United States Senate Wednesday passed 
a resolution providing for the submission to the 
several States of a proposed amendment to the 
federal Constitution prohibiting the manufacture, 
importation and sale of intoxicating liquors for 
beverage purposes. The resolution1 passed by a 
vote fit 65 to 20, nine votes more than the two-thirds 
required. The proposed amendment to the Consti- 
tution must be ratified by three-fourths of the 
States and final action must be taken within six 
years. 


This action by the Senate is the first on the'part 


<f Congress toward making prohibition a national 
fttue and putting it -directly up to the people. Be- 
fore the amendment is submitted to the States 
ike Senate resolution must be adopted by the 
House, but Mr. Webb, leader of the prohibitionists 
in the lower chamber, says that the sentiment 
among the representatives is overwhelmingly in 
iavor of the amendment and that there is no doubt

county infirmary the first index of the attitude of 
th»» Tnjt>li/> toward th^op rtrni^t1? wpc ohtfiirtP'l. 
With -reference to the bridge, the vote of those 
present was 75 in favor and 2 against. Of those 
opposed to the bridge bond issue, one gentleman 
believed that the bridge -ought to be built with a 
direct apprcpriatior from the county general fund 
and made up by increasing the tax levy, and the 
other was in favor of a ten million dollar tunnel 
project. The vote on the proposition to build a 
new hospital on the site acquired in Oakland re- 
cently, near the center ot county population, was 
91 for and 1 against, and on the additions to the 
county infirmary, 45 for and 14 against. 


It is not too much to say that these propositions 


ought to appeal in proportionate force to the entire 
electorate of the county. They are absolutely 
necessary permanent improvements for the public 
service, the benefits of which will continue from 
one generation to another and therefore the kind 
of public projects which may wisely be aided by 
bond issues. 


The new estuary bridge cannot be delayed; the 


federal government has said that the present 
bridges must be removed and the county has no 
alternative to providing a new bridge that will 
conform to the government's specifications re- 
garding the free navigation of the estuary. 


The new hospital is as urgently needed. Ala- 


meda county is the only county in the country hav- 
ing as large a population which does not possess a 
modern hospital adequate for the public needs. 


Both the construction of the hospital and its 


subsequent administration will be under the con- 
trol of the new county institutions commission^ 
This board was created by the county supervisors 
upon the recommendation of the State Board of 
Charities and Corrections, which was made after 
a thorough investigation of the whole county situ- 
ation as regards the hospita^^^m.

died. In 1915 Captain Amaud with three 
men put of! in a row boat to try and in- 
tercept a vessel that had been sighted. 
but their boat capsized and its occupants 
were drowned. 


The party on the island then numbered 


five women, (even children and a negro 
lighthouse tender. The women lived In 
constant terror of the negro, who con- 
tinually threatened them.

College Athletics Will Continue 


During War to Develop Young Men 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—Retention or 
college athletics during the war was de- 
cided on by tbe National Collegiate Ath- 
letic Association at a conference here 
yesterday after Secretary Baker had de- 
clared in an address to the delegates 
that competitive sports should "be con- 
tinued to equip, young men for the recep- 
tion of military training." 
Nearly all the eastern colleges and 
many from the Middle West and the 
Coast were represented and it. was said 
afterward the decision meant that, with 
the exception of Yale, Harvard, Prince- 
ton and possibly Virginia, all the larger 
institutions will play intercollegiate foot- 
ball this fall. 
Abandonment of the sport 
by the institutions named -was ascribed 
to lack of material, most member* of 


last year's squads now being in some 
branch of the military service. 
The conference adopted the following 
resolution: 
"Whereas, college athletics, as stated by 
Secretary Baker in his address to the 
conference are of great use in develop- 
ing the qualities of a good soldier; 
"Resolved, that we recommend to the 
colleges that the progress of athletic 
sports for the coming year be continued 
with increa-sed efforts to develop ath- 
letics ?or ill students rather than for a 
chosen few, and that the schedule or 
Intercollegiate sports be earned out as 
far as local conditions allow, care being 
taken not to interefere viith the military 
training of the students or to conflict with 
the military Interests of the nation."
